REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


As Mason begins its third century we still are a rural com- 
munity. We started with farming, some mills and with the rail- 
road, quarrying became important. We have now changed to al- 
most exclusively a residential area. Our population today is about 
the same as in 1790 although there are about seventy-five more 
houses. Our population growth of about twenty-five percent in 
the last five years may level off as vacant houses have been occu- 
pied. Our Planning Ordinance is functioning in a manner which 


is proving to be beneficial to the Town. 


We feel that we are going into a period of economic stability. 
Our school costs, now almost eighty percent of our property tax, 
should not increase disproportionally in the future. The new 


power line should bring in substantial revenue starting in 1971. 


We anticipate improving Campbell Mill Road in 1969 to elim- 


inate the hazardous section of the School Bus Route. 


Our very successful Bi-Centennial Celebration has helped to 
establish two worthwhile organizations, the Wolf Rock Square 
Dance Group and the Mason Historical Society. 


The Selectmen again wish to thank all Committee Members 
and Departments for their activities during the past year. We 


also extend our thanks to the several Town Residents who have 
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voluntarily given us valuable assistance in various ways.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board was not as busy in 1968 as it had been 
in the previous year because the Planning Ordinance of 1967 had 
been approved and the revisions to the Building Code were voted in 
the affirmative at the March 1968 Town Meeting. Both ordin- 
ances appear to be working effectively to prevent undesirable 
development in the Town. Furthermore, the Board must assume 
that the ordinances have not caused any hardships to the resi- 
dents of Mason since no one has come to any of our regular month- 
ly meetings to express their dissatisfaction. 


The main item of concern to the Board this year was the 
proposed 345-kv power line which is to be constructed by Pub- 
lic Service Company of New Hampshire and which would traverse 
about four miles of Mason. The Board met many times with of- 
ficials, engineers, and surveyors from Public Service until such 
time as the Board was convinced (1) that the passage of the line 
through Mason was both reasonable and necessary, (2) that af- 
ter they had surveyed several alternate routes suggested by the 
Board in conjunction with Carl Valyou and Bob Marshall, Public 
Service indeed had selected the most practical route, (3) that Pub- 
lic Service had considered the objections of the abutters and had 
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dealt fairly with them, and (4) that the revenue that the Town 
would derive from the installation was more desirable than the 
inconvenience it might cause. On February 5, 1969, the question was 
brought to a vote before the Town at a Public Hearing as re- 
quired by Article V, Section B-1 as it applies to Section A-4 
of the Planning Ordinance. The line was approved. 


The Planning Board met with the Conservation Commission 
and enthusiastically endorsed the commission’s recommendations 
for the installation of a public skating rink in the Mason School- 
yard and for the development of Pratt Pond as a recreational area. 


Mason has now the opportunity to join with a regional 
planning board presently consisting of Nashua, Hudson and Mer- 
rimack. The regional concept will provide a greater source of in- 
formation for Mason, will make federal money available to the 
Town, and will not exercise any jurisdiction over Mason’s affairs. 
The question has been inserted in the warrant for the Town 


Meeting. 


The year was not without its disappointments since the Plan- 
ning Board lost two of its most valuable members, Mrs. Mary 
Castle and Mr. Calvin Wentworth, both of whom have moved 
from Mason. Their record of conscientious, informed and dedi- 
cated service to the Town of Mason helped immeasurably in mak- 
ing both the Planning Ordinance and the Building Code a reality. 
I would like also to acknowledge the valued assistance of Mr. 
Harry Preble, secretary to the Board, who was forced to resign in 


order to continue his education.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In the summer of 1968 we moved into the new station on 
Depot Road. This has been a big improvement as there is now 
room to work on the apparatus so that proper maintenance can 
be accomplished. This was not possible in our former rented 
quarters due to over crowding. 


Two oil burners were installed in the fall and an underground 
2000 gal. tank to provide heat. Insulation has also been installed 
by the department members and wiring is almost completed. We 
hope to install the siding on the station this summer if we have 
the funds. As yet, no town funds are involved in the building 
of the fire station. 


Funds were received from the town this year to allow the 
purchase of fire coats for the department which affords some 
sorely needed protection for the men. We hope to purchase 
helmets, boots and mittens in 1969 so that the men will have 
full protective gear. Firefighting is hazardous enough even with 
proper clothing. 


A gasoline driven water pump has been acquired through 
the Forestry Division which has been set up in the station. This 
allows the pumping of water from the pond to the trucks from 
inside the station. This is quite an asset especially in cold weather. 


Through the efforts of our C. D. Director, we have obtained 
a 5-KW standby generator for the fire station. It is large enough 
to carry the electrical load of the station. 


The fire emergency number is 878-1611. In case of fire 
or other emergencies, this is the number to call. Do not call 
other people or the fire departments of other towns as this just 
makes unnecessary confusion. Call 878-1611, give your message 
slowly and clearly and they will do the rest. 
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At this time, we have a few vacancies in the department 
membership. Any person who feels that he would be inter- 
ested in becoming a member should contact the chief or any 
other department member for information. Meetings are the 
first and third Thursdays of each month. 


At this time, I would like to thank the members of the 
department who have given long hours and service to the 
department in 1968. Without these men the department could 
not function. Members also attended fire schools at Guilford 
and Fitzwilliam during the year. 


Many thanks to the fire departments of Greenville, Brook- 
line and Townsend for mutual aid assistance during the year.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase in an area as the population increases and our state 
is growing tremendously. This means that we all must be aware- 
of fire causes and do our best to prevent their occurrence.

When we are very young the lighted matches is an adven- 
ture, burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little 
older we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves 
for a smoke but fire and forests get together for another statistic. 
We adults like to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris 
and the dead grass, result—escaped fires and much personal ex- 
pense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands 
and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard 
of our villages’ streets, it is mecessary that everyone be aware 
all through the fire season, which comes with the disappearance 
of the snow, of the need to be careful with oudtoor fires and 
fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 
If you must burn— 


a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the 
ground is covered with snow. Cooking fires in 
outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers in your 
own back yard is permitted on notification of the 
warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 


c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire be- 
fore you light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department. 
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Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column 
and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

REPORT OF BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


Your committee authorized by the 1966 Town Meeting 
submits herewith the final report covering its activities in rec- 
ognition of Mason’s Two Hundredth Anniversary. 


Our first event was the dedication by the school children 
of very beautiful Uncle Sam and Betsy Ross flags to fly from 
a splendid forty foot fibreglass pole which was placed on the 
Town Common. All were duly accepted by our town officials 
at ceremonies held on Uncle Sams’ 201st birthday which oc- 
curred on September 13, 1967. 


Throughout the period of preparations great activity was in 
evidence. Our Town Commons and Public Buildings were beau- 
tifully landscaped. The Town Pound was properly restored 
and marked later to become a domicile for real live cattle dur- 
ing the big day. The Burial Place of The First White Child 
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was made a scene of lasting beauty to be deeded to The Mason 
Historical Society. Wolf Rock was cleared and The Pine Grove 
setting off the new paved parking lot at the Town Hall was 
trimmed attractively. 


The second major event was the Memorial Day program. 
The school children put on a well coached performance of the 
“Uncle Sam” play. The V.F.W. Color Guard, The Firing Squad 
and The Fitchburg Legion Band led the parade to the ceme- 


tery and return. 


Other events were the “Essay Contest” for the upper grades 
and the “Drawings” by children of the lower grades. All con- 
cerning Mason people, places and things they had brought to light 
signs of greatness in the hearts and minds of the rising gen- 


eration. 


As the “Great Days’ approached excitement filled the air 
The Bicentennial King and Queen were properly crowned at 
the Coronation Ball on August 17. The Square Dance on Fri- 
day evening, August 23rd, was a very splendid thing to see. The 
Caller—His Orchestra—The Decorated Band Stand—The Many 
Colored Japanese Lanterns—The Flood Lights—The Colorful Cos- 
tumes of The Dancers all combined to bring joy and satisfaction 
to the hearts of all. 


On the 24th of August, being blessed with very fine weather 
the great events of the day properly announced by our Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies proceeded with precision. In the midst of 
a sea of activity stood our many interesting attractions: The 
newly decorated Church and Carriages Sheds—The Bible Exhibit 
—The Authentic Mason Antiques on display at The Williams 
House—Mason Photographs at the School—Many Lunch Bars and 
two or three concessions. An Information Booth in charge of 
Souvenir sales and a Guest Book in which former residents and 
descendants personally recorded great names from the past. The 
“Mason Book’’ was on sale and moved out at a rate far in ex- 
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cess of our fondest hopes. The Firemen offered Pony Rides for 
the kids and The Girl Scouts set up a Typical Camp Site furnish- 
ing information as to the location of Historical Sites. 


Many games were enjoyed by all ages. There were: Egg 
Throwing—Spike Driving—Wood Chopping—Tug of War and 
a “Girl Dunking” Contest—which was a constant attraction all 
day long.

Surry with the Colonial Dames—Doctor Barber in his Buggy— 
The Brothers of the Brush—The Clowns—The Little Minister and 
His Wife on horseback—The Tin Pedlar driving John Boynton’s 
fully equipped Original Wagon—The Fitchburg Legion Band— 
The Spartant Drum Corps—The King and Queen and all oth- 
ers who combined to make a display never to be forgotten. It 
is to be noted here that the Mason Police did yeoman’s work 
throughout the week to maintain order and control the parking. 


As the parade broke up The Legion Band retired to The 
Common and delivered a real old fashioned Band Concert much 
to the delight of the “Old Timers” present. The Spartans put 
on a tremendous drill on the ball field which was followed by 
a very real and exciting “Live Fire’ demonstration by our Fire 
Department. A ball game followed and then The Chicken Bar- 
becue. In the evening the “Uncle Sam Play” was put on by the 
school children under the lights in a delightful woodland setting 
adjacent to the Town Hall. 


A Resplendant Patriotic and Religious Order of Worship 
announced the “Old Fashioned Church Service’ on Sunday the 
25th at 11 o’clock A. M.

The Elders in proper attrie were present to assure constant 
attention to the sermon. The Women, many of them in old 
fashioned costume, were seated on the right of the sanctuary, 
the men on the left. Vintage hymns were sung and a “Cantor” 
lined out one which had gone out of common print. The Scrip- 
ture, Responsive Reading and Statement of Faith followed closely 
the doctrine of our early church. The Sermon, ably delivered by 
our minister used as its text those ageless words from the Bible: 
Faith, Hope and Love. These three guided the early settlers, 
have prevailed for two hundred years and will continue to be 
the mainstay of those whose privilege it will be to guide the 
affairs pertinent to our Tricentennial one hundred years from 
now. 


If we have forgotten anything which contributed to the 
happy events of those glorious days it is not intentional and if 
the lack of personal recognition is noticeable here it has been 
done for a dual purpose: for fear that someone might be over- 
looked and for lack of space to name them all. 


We're a little sad now that it’s all over but we do feel 
that we properly recognized the noble heritage which it was 
our privilege to proclaim.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the pre-existing School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I submit this abbreviated report relative to the activities of 
the school district from the time of the final school district 
meeting held in March 1968 until June 30, 1968. At this time 
Mascenic Regional School District assumed full operating tre- 
sponsibility for the schools in Mason. 


All plans for closing out the district proceeded as projec- 
ted, except that late in the fiscal year the State Tax Commis- 
sion, Municipal Accounting Division, indicated that it would be 
a physical impossibility for their office to audit the accounts 
of the district of Mason because of insufficient personnel. The 
local school board, therefore, assumed the responsibility of find- 
ing local auditors to conduct a careful and detailed audit. This 
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audit was completed, is reported herein, and meets all State re- 
quirements. 


The accounts of the district were closed in good order pro- 
viding a net balance in Mason of $1,257.52. Even though the 
district authorized the raising and appropriating of $1,000.00 to 
cover any unanticipated expenditures expended between the time 
of the March meeting and the end of the year, actually only $291.13 
was required by the board to meet unexpected expenses. As 
provided by an article in the Warrant, this net balance has been 
transferred to the Mascenic Regional School District and has been 
credited toward Mason’s share of funds necessary for operating 
the Mascenic Regional School District in 1968-69. All reports of 
the treasurer and bookkeeper of the school district have been stored 
within the community in the attic of the school in Mason, and 
should be on hand for review for a period of seven years. 


The transfer of administrative responsibility from the town 
district to the Mascenic Regional School District has been accom- 
plished with minimal problems and confusion due to the contin- 


uance of personnel for both districts.
